BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

That the City Attorney, or other authorized designee, is hereby authorized

and directed to file or cause to be filed a suit in eminent domain on behalf of the

City of Austin against the owners now having or who may acquire an interest in

the real property interests needed by the City, to acquire certain real property

interests at the location hereinafter stated, for the purpose hereinafter stated, and

from the owners hereinafter stated and/or their successors in interests, and to

take whatever other action may be deemed appropriate to economically effect

the needed acquisitions; said real property interests to be acquired are described

in Exhibits "A" and "B," which are attached hereto and made a part hereof for

all purposes.

The City Attorney or other authorized designee shall file eminent domain

proceedings for:

FIELD NOTE, description of 4,883 square feet or 0.1121 acres of
land out of the James M. Mitchell Survey No. 17, Abstract No.
521, in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, also, being out
of that certain tract conveyed from Floyd C. Cantwell and wife,
Helen Cantwell, and Frank Boatright to Joseph Binford and Richard
Haberman, Trustees, as recorded in Volume 3795, Page 2171 of the
Deed Records of Travis County, Texas. The said 4,883 square foot
parcel being more particularly described by metes and bounds, as
follows:

BEGINNING, at an iron rod found in concrete on the existing east
R.O.W. line of Spicewood Springs Road, at the southwest corner of
Gary Addition, a subdivision filed for record in Book 85, Page
104D of the Plat Records of Travis County, Texas, also being the
northwest corner of said Binford and Haberman tract;

THENCE, N 82° 35' 21" E, along the south line of said Gary
Addition, passing an iron rod found in concrete at the southwest
corner of Lot 1, Block A in said Gary Addition at 22.10 feet, and
continuing a total distance of 29.13 feet to an iron rod set on
the proposed east R.O.W. line of Spicewood Springs Road;

THENCE, S 8° 51' 37" E, 188.06 feet along the proposed east
R.O.W. line of Spicewood Springs Road, to an iron rod set on the
north line of a tract conveyed to James S. Grinnan and Jerry P.
Jones by deed recorded in Volume 8120, Page 734, of the Deed
Records of Travis County, Texas, same being the south line of
said Binford and Haberman tract;

THENCE, N 42° 41' 39" W, 53.01 feet along said north line of the
Grinnan and Jones tract to an iron rod found on the existing east
R.O.W. line of Spicewood Springs Road, at the most northerly
corner of said Grinnan and Jones tract;

THENCE, N 8° 42' 19" W, 144.77 feet along the existing east

certain tract conveyed from Crow and Associates, Inc. to Joseph
Binford and Richard Haberman,.Trustees by deed recorded in Volume
4623, Page 152 of the Deed Records of Travis County, Texas. The
said 9,122 square foot parcel being more particularly described
by metes and bounds as follows:

BEGINNING, at an iron rod found on the existing east R.O.W. line
of Spicewood Springs Road,, at the most southerly corner of said
Binford and Haberman tract, also being the most westerly corner
of that certain tract conveyed to Grant Homer Maner and Billie
Jean Maner by deed recorded in Volume 4056, Page 438 of the Deed
Records of Travis County, Texas;

THENCE, along the existing east R.O.W, line of Spicewood Springs
Road, also being the west line of said Binford and Haberman
